After taxes, Keppert will re¬ 
ceive $69,600 a year for 20 
years. 

Keppert bought her ticket at 
Fairway Liquors, 31161 Mission 
Blvd., where she is a regular cus¬ 
tomer, said store owner Kenneth

Stone said Keppert also had 
winning tickets for three,- four- 
and five-of-six numbers, adding 
another $2,721 in prizes. 
i For at least the two years 
Stone has owned the store, Kep¬ 
pert has come in about twice a 
week to play Lotto. 

| “She’s one heck of a nice per¬ 
son.’’ Stone said. “She’s someone 
all of us kept saying that if some¬ 
body does (win the jackpot) she 
deserves it.” 

Stone said Keppert called the 


store Wednesday night immedi¬ 
ately after the Lotto drawing 
and calmly said “I won.” 

“I don’t know if she was in a 
state of shock or if she is that 
calm of a person,” Stone said. 

Keppert said she was “very 
happy with splitting it with the 
other people,” Stone said. 

But she wants to avoid publici¬ 
ty, he said. 

The store will receive about 
$8,500 for selling the winning 
ticket, Stone said.
